Pasture Paye Fair Profite Even on | 
High Priced Land. 
I. believe very good returns may be > 


| had from pasturing lowa land, even at — 


the present high farm values, writes | 
©. Elijab of lowa in the Orange Judd | 
Farmer. This is not mere theory, for 

I actually retain one-third of my 240 | 
acre farm in permanent blue grass pas 
tures as a matter of profitable prac- 
tice. For the past eight years I have 
kept figures on one forty acre field, no | 
portion of which has been plowed since | 
fourteen years ago. My average re- 
turns bave been something over $10 
per acre above taxes on the jand and 
interest on the money invested in the 
cattle, so I feel that | am not merely 
guessing when | eay that @ profit cao 
be made from pasture, even on §200 
land. 

My profit 1s made by turning blue 
grass Into beef. Every spring I buy 
enough steers to stock the pasture for 
the summer. Usually I pick them up, 
a few in a place, from my neighbors 
who have more cattle than pasture, As 
a rule, 1 have had little difficulty tn | 
getting steers weighing from 750 to 
900 pounds, I like to get steers about 
two years of age with plenty of frame, 
which have been roughed through the 
winter without much grain. 

1 take the larger steers tn preference 
to the yearlings, because they make 
grass into fat, while the younger steers 
are growing and so are more nearly 
teady for market when fall comes, 
The young steers may grow more

$ COOKERS 


Socccesccccceccececccocces 
A FIRELESS cooker ts invaluable to 

f& housekeeper, especially in hot 
weather, The cookers are now so per- 
fect and inexpensive the woman who 
@oes not own one is decidedly at a dis- 
advantage when labor saving methods 
are considered. Cooking during op- 
pressive heat in summer is avoided. 
Foods can be started at a convenient 
moment and yet be in readiness for the 
most urgent. Healthful foods requir- 
ing long cooking are made practicable 
for the daily menu, and the weight of 
the cooked product from a pound of 
raw material is much increased, 

The fireless cooker ts splendid for the 
cheaper cuts of meat Since tough 
meat should cook for a long time at a 
Jow temperature the cooker is a most 
excellent medium for this purpose. 
Stews and so called boiled meats seem 
to have a better flavor when cooked in 
the cooker than when cooked on the 
stove, Beef, mutton and lamb cooked 
in this way may. be served as braised 
tneat, as a stew, as minced meat warm- 
ed in liquor and served on toast, as 
wet, dry and browned hash, as meat 
pie, meat turnover and other ways in 
which cooked meats are reheated, Five 
pounds of meat could be served for 
two In ten different ways, serving half 
® pound at each meal, 

Excellent soup can be made from the 


Jeftover carcass of a fowl, from the}. 


neck piece of lamb or from any left- 
over beef bones and scraps of beef. 
Place in the kettle of the fireless cook- 
er, cover with cold water, place on the 
stove and bring slowly to a boll, then 
put in the cooker overnight. In the 
morning remove the meat and bones 
and use the liquor or stock, to be re- 
heated and flavored ‘according to the 
style of soup desired, 

Breakfast cereals are the most 
abused foods in ordinary cookery. 
Rarely do they receive the long, slow 
cooking which their nature demands 
because of the early rising this would 
necessitate. The fireless method de- 
livers the full valu® of the nutrients 
with a minimum dependence upon the 
cook. 

Fruit is ofttimes a serious problem 
on account of expense. The fireless 
method makes available many dried 
and evaporated fruits, which can be 
obtained reasonably at all seasons, 
Delicious compounds can be made 
which rival the best preserves tn ap- 
pearance and flavor, in no respect 
suggesting those usually served or the 
insipid canned products. Each shriv- 
eled piece swells to its original size, 
unbroken, distended, withea juicy, aro- 
matic liquor and charged with the fla- 
vors which characterize the fruit tn its 
prime state.

True, there is the possibility of freck- 
les and sunburn to mar their white- 
ness, but with care and a simple, inex- 
pensive lotion either of these can be 
warded off and the redness and rough- 
ness caused by the sharp winds of 
summer quickly removed, leaving the 
hands white and soft, with dainty 
nails, 

To remove freckles from the hands a 
lotion can be made up for a few cents 
at home by mixing one-half ounce each 
of ordinary toilet vinegar, Jamaica 
rum and elderflower water, together 
with one and one-half ounces of 
strained lemon juice. This should be 
applied with a small sponge to the 
backs of the hands several times dur- 
ing the day and at night and a dusting 
of powder given when the lotion has 
dried on the skin. 

During the summer months the girl 
whose hands freckle easily should ap- 
ply this lotion every morning and 
night and so eradicate the harm done 
each day. By doing this she will keep 
her hands in perfect condition during 
the whole season, 

Lemon juice, whether mixed with 
rosewater or applied pure, will be 
found the most valuable aid in whiten- 
ing the hands and making the skin 
soft and smooth.

move stains, soften the cuticle and

Red hands are often due to other 
causes than those directly influenced 
by the weather, Sometimes they are 
caused by wearing gloves which are a 
trifle too small and at others by a flow 
of blood to the hands, When the lat- 
ter is the case It will be best to exer- 
cise the hands by working them back- 
ward and forward from the wrist. This 
will restore the circulation to {its nor- 
mal state and the redness will disap- 
pear. When tight gloves are respon- 
sible for the redness the remedy nat- 
urally lies in discarding them. Some 
women imagine that a small glove 
makes the hand appear smaller, This 
is by no means the case, Loosely fit- 
ting gloves are not only better for the 
hands, but give them a small effect so 
long as they are not extremely large 


and are much more comfortable in 
warm weather, 
To remove tan from the hands a 


cream should be applied at night and 
gloves about three sizes too large worn 
for a couple of weeks. To make a 
cream take two ounces of castile soap, 
two ounces of olive oil, one ounee of 
mutton guet and one ounce of aleo- 
hol, 

Melt the soap after stiredding it Into 
small pleces, then melt the suet, clari- 
fy it and add to the soap, warm the 
oll and add this next, and finally the 
alcohol, beating all together to a 
cream. Place in a jar and apply to 
the hands, rubbing the cream in with 
an upward movement from knuckles 
to wrist. 


To Take Care of Beds and Bedding 


po keep good health it is very neces- 

sary to sleep well and comfortably, 
so every housewife should make a 
point of attending carefully to the bed- 
ding. 


If the mattresses have become hard | 


and bumpy, the buttoning loose or the 
ticking very soiled, they should be sent 
to the shop to be made over. 

In ordinary cases, where It Is possible, 
take the mattress out of doors and lay 
it over a line, beating thoroughly on 
each side with a carpet beater. 

Then spread some newspapers on the 
ground and lay the mattress flat upon 
it and with a fairly stiff brush remove 
all the dust and “fluff” collected under 
the leather disks which button it down, 
finally brushing all round the edges 
where it is bound, 

Pillows should be beaten in the same 
way, and to keep the tick clean and in 
good condition try sewing over the pil- 
low an old pillowslip, which may be re- 
moved as soon as it becomes solled. In 
spite of baving the ordinary pillowslip 
over it, it is surprising bow soiled the 
undercover becomes, while it is far 
easier to wash this than to clean the 
whole pillow. 

Whether you use {ron or wooden bed- 
steads, they should be thoroughly look- 
ed over every spring and cleaned by 
wiping with a damp cloth wrung out of 
warm water, Take plenty of time over 
this work and attack every crevice and 
corner where dust is likely to settle, 
Some housewives make a practice of 
lightly painting over the uncer portions 


of the bedstead with turpentine, while 
others place camphor or wipe naphtha 
between the mattresses, 

It is easier to clean a woven wire 
spring with a stiff, dry brush, but if a 
wet treatment ts preferred wash it 
over with a little warm water and soap 
and remember to stand the spring up- 
right in a current of alr, so that it may 
dry quickly and not rust, 

As the weather gets warm and the 
blankets are discarded make a practice 
of washing one or two each week until 
each bed has been cleared, 

The blankets on the guest room bed 
will probably not need washing, but 
these should be hung over a line in the 
sunshine and gently beaten or shaken,

in value caused by any other 
expenditure of labor or capital 
thereon. This is the SingleTax 
principle — the assessment of 
the commercial value of land, 
less the value of improvement 
caused by buildings or cultiva- 
tion; the improvements and 
the stock and implements are 
not taxed. The new Act makes 
a change in placing the tax on 
the value of the land, not a flat 
rate per quarter section, as in 
the L.L.D. act. In this way the 
more valuable land will pay a 
tax in proportion to the value 
it receives from settlement and 
markets as compared with the 
land further away from the 
town and railways. This prin- 
ciple of taxation will be strong- 
ly opposed by most of those 
holding speculative and sub- 
divisional land near towns and 
villages, but it isa just princi- 
ple of taxation, because it aims 
to give the community some of 
the value created by the com- 
munity, leaving free of taxation 
the value created by the indi- 
vidual in his improvements. 

The Council can tax for cur- 
rent expenditure not higher 
than one per cent. of the asses- 
sed value of the land as shown 


.|on the last revised assessment 


roll, This isa statutory limit, 
but it is not very likely that for 
years Councils will reach that 
limit. The control of taxation 
is entirely in the hands of the 
people, and the councillors elec- 
ted by them, and expenditures 
will increase very gradually 
and the increase in the value of 
the land will more than offset 
any increase in taxation ; a 
reasonably generous. expendi- 
ture by municipal councils will 
add materially to the value of 
the farms in the district. The 
cost of carrying any permanent 
loan for public works, and the 
cost of hail insurance, may be 
added to the rate for current 
expenditure, if the current ex- 
penditures takes up to one per 
cent. The Council must expend 
at least half their current in- 
come in the various townships 
for public works in proportion
